Terse Items of 
News Gathered in 
Dixon Paring Day

A blizzard unparalleled this winter 
lashed the upper central states today, 
piling up a six-inch blanket of heav y 
snow and crippling transportation. 
Three deaths in Chicago were a t­ 
tributed to the storm and two street 
car motormen, blinded by the wind- 
whipped curtain of flakes, sent their 
cars into collision on the near west 
side, injuring a score, three seriously 
enough to be taken to hospitals. 
Prom fiv e to sev en inches of snow 
lay ov er northern Illinois and Indi­ 
ana and southern Michigan. The fall 
began last midnight in Chicago and 
continued until 10 A. M. 
Mounting drifts slowed transpo rta­ 
tion 
to a crawl, 
caused 
numerous 
minor accidents and brought an un­ 
expected boon to hundreds of unem­ 
ployed w'ho found jobs clearing the 
car lines. 
Suffering Intensified 
Suffering of the destitute was in­ 
tensified. 
Job seekers tram ped 
the 
streets in paper-thin shoe soles. De­ 
liv ery of food by relief workers to 
impov erished 
and 
hungry 
families 
was delayed. 
Dormitories and relief 
shelters were crowded 
New Star 
Lodge housed 2000 men and fed 2600. 
A West Randolph Street shelter took 
in 1300 for the night and fed three 
times as many. 
The Chicago Surface Lines ordered 
out 104 
mechanical 
sweepers, 
16 
plows and hundreds of shov elers. The 
Chicago Motor Coach Company had 
25 plows creasing the boulev ards it 
trav erses and 20 trucks were spread­ 
ing sand. 
A Chicago pedestrian, struck by a 
snow-blinded motorist, died in a hos­ 
pital; a Negro barber was suffocated 
in a fire in his south side shop; and 
an elderly man died of ov erexertion 
after plodding through deep snow. 
The Chicago Motor Club warned 
th at driv ing in open country within 
300 miles of Chicago was hazardous 
because of drifts and warned against 
sleet-cov ered roads beyond the snow 
area. 
“Many highways in the area 
will become impassable if more snow 
falls or the wind increases in v eloc­ 
ity,” the bulletin said. 
Zero Fo r To night 
The forecast of the W eather Bur­ 
eau was for zero weather in the Chi­ 
cago area tonight. 
South of the 
region 
cov ered by 
deep snow, floods menaced. The pros­ 
pect of millions of tons more water 
from the snow caused apprehension 
in southern Indiana, where the Ohio 
riv er was far abov e the flood stage of 
13 feet and still was rising. 
Two southern Indiana schools were 
isolated and closed. Children in o th­ 
er communities 
could 
no t 
get to 
school because of flooded highways. 
Boats were used in sev eral places to 
transport pupils. 
The Wabash 
riv er 
ferry 
near 
Ev ansv ille had ceased to run and the 
Henderson ferry was operating on a 
restricted schedule. 
A new storm began 
in 
no rthern 
California, 
where 
unprecedented 
snow storms hav e crippled transpo r­ 
tation and 
hampered 
air traffic. 
R|dn fell in many places and snow in 
the 
Sierras. 
Prospects 
were 
the 
.storm would bring snow to most of 
the northern part of the state during 
the day. 
Eighteen 
persons 
were 
reported 
trapped by drifts at Liv e Mile camp, 
near Tonopah, Nev . 
A rescue party 
was organized to take supplies. 
Zero weather prev ailed ov er most 
of the northern and western prairie 
and plain states, with recent snow 
still on the ground.

Fire of unknowTi origin threatened 
the entire v illage 
of 
Harmon this 
morning about 3 o'clock, and com­ 
pletely destroyed the two-story frame 
building located in the business dis­ 
trict which housed the general m er­ 
chandise and farm machinery 
busi­ 
ness conducted by William H. Kug- 
ler, Superv isor of Harmon to wnship. 
The quarters of the 
H arm o n Rifle 
Club, located in the Kugler 
building, 
were destroyed 
and hundreds of 
rounds of rifle ammunition which 
was 
stored in this section of the 
building 
made dangerous the work of fighting 
the fire. 
The Dixon and Sterling community 
fire trucks were summoned to the 
v illage after the fire was discov ered 
shortly after 3 o'clock. 
The v olun­ 
teer departm ent from the v illage was 
on the scene and had water playing 
on the fire when 
the 
departm ents j 
from the two cities arriv ed and were 
successful In confining the flames to ' 
the single structure, which burnpd j 
rapidly, being fanned 
by a 
strong 
no rth wind. Sev eral adjoining struc- j 
tures were threatened repeatedly, but j 
the v illage water supply was plentiful j 
and small fires 
were 
quickly 
ex­ 
tinguished. 
Started in Stairway . 
The fire was burning fiercely when 
discov ered. 
The fire appeared 
to 
hav e gained its origin in a cov ered 1 
stairway on the east side of the 
building and on the second floor, j 
Fanned by 
the 
strong 
wind, 
the 
flames spread rapidly throughout the j 
frame structure and within a short j 
time the building was a mass of 
smouldering ruins. 
But two pair of rubber boots were 
remov ed from the stock in the Kug­ 
ler store, so rapidly did the flames 
spread to all parts of the building. 
Members of the Harmon rifle team 
were able to reach their club rooms 
and succeeded in remov ing the rifles, 
but were unable 
to 
reach 
sev eral 
hundred 
rounds 
of 
ammunition, 
whcih later was exploded by the in­ 
tense heat, and bullets spread ov er 
the v illage. 
Mr. Kugler who owned both the 
building and the stock estimated his 
loss at about $5,000, which is partial­ 
ly cov ered by insurance.

conspiracy case. 
But, as he made known his deci­ 
sion in Federal Court la to yesterday 
lie declared there 
was no ev idence 
that Besse had trafficked 
In liquor 
and that, had he heard the gov ern­ 
m ent’s testimony without a Jury 
he 
would not hav e found tlie defendant 
guilty. 
Besse was conv icted by a Jury last 
week with 16 
others 
and was the 
last of 42 defendants In the con­ 
spiracy case to face 
Judge Lindley 
for sentence. 
Four were acquitted 
and the others 
pleaded guilty be­ 
fore the trial was concluded. 
’The only thing 
against 
Ve-jv .,” 
said Judge Lindley, 
“was 
th a t he 
Ijerrnltted the installation of a still 
on a farm ho once partly owned, if 
he did do that 
I would liav e giv - 
jcn him the benefit of the doubt." 
Besse was giv en the choice of pro 
bation or a fine and appeal. Buying 
his fund» would not permit an upl- 
peal, he chose probation. 
"The conv iction,” said Judge Lind­ 
ley, “is enough to 
ruin 
a man of 
Hesse’s professional standing.” 
The ev idence against him, he add­ 
ed, was not sufficient to warrant 
a 
prison sentence. 
Two others conv icted. Mike Mey­ 
ers and Dav e Dolff of Aurora, 111., 
were reelased yesterday 
on appeal 
bonds of $3,000. They

sentenced to one and two years, re-

Tlx* present 
fear of 
officials is 
th at fighting across the line between 
the settlem ent and the nativ e r 
niight result In a serious battle

which innocent

Get Reassuring Wo rd 
The Japanese reply 
to the 
peace 
proposals was awaited 
at the State 
Department as the new protest went 
forward.

There was some 
reassuring word 
from Shanghai, 
Admiral
